NearLy one-half of the manufactures exported from 
the United States go to British territory and form 
more than one-third of the total exports 
Our Exports toof that territory; and this despite the 
wai as fact that Great Britain is the greatest 
manufacturing country of Europe and 

the world’s greatest exporter of manufactures. 

An analysis of the 1909 exports of manufactures. 
completed by the Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, shows that 275 million 
dollars’ worth of manufactures were sent to British 
territory in that year out of a total export of 671 
million dollars’ worth of manufactures, making the 
share sent to British territory 41 per cent; also that 
the total exports of all kinds of merchandise to British 
territory in the same period were 742 million dollars, 
the share which manufactures formed of that total 
being thus 37 per cent. Of the merchandise other than 
manufactures exported, 48 1-3 per cent went to British 
territory. Of the total domestic exports, including both 
manufactures and all other merchandise, 45 1-3 per 
cent went to British territory. 

By the term, “British territory,” is meant Eng- 
land, Scotland, Ireland, Gibraltar, and Malta, Gozo 
etc., in Europe; Bermuda, British Honduras, Canada, 
Newfoundland and Labrador, and the British West 
Indies in North America; British Guiana and Falkland 
Islands in South America ; Aden, Hongkong, India, the 
Straits Settlements, and other British East Indies in 
\sia; Australia, New Zealand, and other British is- 
lands in Oceania; British South Africa, West Africa, 
and East Africa on the Dark Continent. 

To the United Kingdom the exports of American 
manufactures in 1909 amounted to 131 million dol- 
lars; to British colonies 144 million. Of the 275 million 
dollars’ worth exported to British territory last year, 
120 million went to England, 8% million to Scotland, 
and 3 million to Ireland; while among the British 
colonies Canada stands first with 89 million, against 
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21 million to Australia, 8 million to India, 6 million 
to South Africa, 4% million to New Zealand, 4% mil- 
lion to the British West Indies, 2 million to Hongkong, 
a little less than 2 million to Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor, 1% million to Aden, over 1 million to the Straits 
Settlements, and 3% million to all other British pos- 
sessions, 

The largest items appearing in the list of manu- 
factures exported to the principal British countries 
were: To England, copper, pigs and bars, 12 2-3 mil- 
lion dollars; iron and steel, 14 million; leather and 
manufactures thereof, 20 million; refined mineral oil, 
18 million, and wood manufactures, 13 million. To 
Canada, iron and steel, 32 million dollars; wood manu- 
factures, 7 million ; cotton goods, 3% million ; cars and 
carriages, 3 million; chemicals, 2% million; copper, 
pigs, etc., 24 million, and fiber manufactures, 2 mil- 
lion. To Australia, iron and steel, 634 million; refined 
mineral oil, 234 million; wood manufactures, 234 mil- 
lion ; cotton goods, 1 million ; leather and manufactures 
thereof, 1 million; agricultural implements, nearly 1 
million ; and cars, and carriages, etc., one-half million 
dollars, 

The share which manufactures formed of the ex- 
ports to the principal British communities was, in the 
case of England 25 per cent, Canada 58 per cent, 
Australia 88 per cent, Scotland 32 per cent, India 97 
per cent, South Africa 80 per cent, and West Indies. 
40 per cent, while of those to British territory as a 
whole, manufactures formed 37 per cent of the total. 








WitHovut a doubt much good will result from the 
third annual convention of the National Good Roads 
Congress which was recently held at 


The Goed = Niagara Falls. Every state in the Union 
Roads : 


Question. was represented at the meeting. 


Poor roads affect the pocketbook of 
the head of every family in this country. An investi- 
gation by the Government disclosed the fact that the 
average cost of hauling for one mile one ton of agri- 
cultural products is about 25 cents, and that the aver- 
age haul is nine miles. 

Last year our agricultural products amounted to 
about 250,000,000 tons, and it is estimated that two- 
thirds of them were hauled away from the farms. 
Therefore the cost of transporting them on our public 
highways was approximately $360,000,000. 

So much better than ours are the public roads of 
Europe that the average cost of hauling one ton a mile 
on them is only 10 cents. If our roads were as good 
the American farmers would have saved $220,000,000 
last year. In other words, our poor roads increased 
by that sum the price which consumers had to pay for 
agricultural products, and we are all consumers. 

The average cost of building a first-class road is 
about $3,000 per mile. The $220,000,000 worse than 
wasted last year would have paid for the construction 
of about 75,000 miles of first-class road. Even at that 
rate per annum it would take a long time to bring our 
system of public highways up to the desired standard. 
Their total length is placed at 2,100,000 miles. Only 
44,000 miles, or a trifle more than 2 per cent of the 
whole, are ranked as first-class. We have 1,925,000 
miles of road on which little improvement has been 
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made since they were first laid out by our early set- 
tlers. 

Under the present general system whereby each 
county or township has charge of the construction or 
improvement of its own roads, the work of betterment 
is bound to be slow, and uniformity of construction, 
which is highly desirable, is most unlikely. A plan to 
accelerate the work of road improvement generally 
was suggested recently by B. F. Yoakum, chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway system. 

In the first place, Mr. Yoakum would have the Fed- 
eral Government outline a broad and comprehensive 
plan for the improvement of all our public highways 
up to a certain standard, making the character of con- 
struction to suit the natural supply of good road-build- 
ing material in various localities. Then he would have 
Congress pass a law “authorizing the Federal Govern- 
ment to extend its credit to each state in an amount 
equal to that expended by such state under a joint 
commission of Federal and State authorities.” 

Mr. Yoakum said that the owners of the numerous 
farms in this country, who, with their families, repre- 
sent nearly one-third of our population, should “vote 
for men who will encourage and vote to help along the 
work of getting good roads.” He added: “The ad- 
vocates of better roads are behind the times and will 
have to spend money by the millions to catch up, and 
the people who are to enjoy and benefit by these im- 
provements should be educated to understand what 
good roads mean to them and what they will cost.” 

The automobile has been a potent factor in the edu- 
cation of the farmer to the desirability of good roads. 
It is a noticeable fact that in the rural districts where 
automobiles are most numerous among the inhabitants 
there has been the most active effort to improve the 
roads. A good road for an automobile is equally good 
for a wagon loaded with agricultural products, and 
the less it costs the farmer to haul them the less other 
people will have to pay for them. 








On SEPTEMBER I two laws enacted at the last ses- 
sion of the New York State Legislature, and of great 
importance to every employer and em- 

Employers’ ploye in New York State, went into ef- 

se enicge on fect. These laws have to do with the 

liability of the employer for accident 
sustained by his employes at their work, either through 
the inherent danger in the occupation, or through neg- 
ligence upon the part of the employer or upon the part 
of a fellow employe. 

One law adopts the principle of compulsory com- 
pensation for workmen accidentally injured in certain 
specified dangerous occupations. It is the first State 
law in this country on this line. The other law pro- 
vides for a plan of agreement by which employers and 
employes are to be bound in case of accident, and sets 
forth the rate at which compensation is to be paid. 

The compulsory compensation plan applies only to 
workmen engaged in manual or mechanical labor in 
employments determined by law to be especially dan- 
gerous, in which from the nature, conditions or means 


.of prosecution of the work, extraordinary risks to the 


life and limb of workmen engaged therein are in- 
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herent, necessary or substantially unavoidable. The 
new law states that it is deemed necessary to estab- 
lish a new system of compensation for accidents to 
workmen engaged in each of these dangerous occupa- 
tions. Eight classes of occupations are then enu- 
merated to which the compulsory system shall apply. 
These are: 

1—The erection or demolition of any bridge or 
building in which there is, or in which the plans and 
specifications require, iron or steel frame work. 

2—The operation of elevators, elevating machines 
or derricks or hoisting apparatus used within or on 
the outside of any bridge or building for the convey- 
ing of materials in connection with the erection or 
demolition of such bridge or building. 

3—Work on scaffolds of any kind elevated twenty 
feet or more above the ground, water, or floor beneath 
in the erection, construction, painting, alteration or re- 
pair of buildings, bridges or structures. 

4—Construction, operation, alteration or repair of 
wires, cables, switchboards or apparatus charged with 
electric currents. 

5—All work necessitating dangerous proximity to 
gunpowder, blasting powder, dynamite or any other 
explosives, where the same are used as instrumentali- 
ties of the industry. 

6—The operation on steam railroads of locomotives, 
engines, trains, motors or cars propelled by gravity or 
steam, electricity or other mechanical power, or the 
construction or repair of steam railroad tracks and 
roadbeds over which such locomotives, engines, trains, 
motors or cars are operated. 

7—The constructions of tunnels and subways. 

8—All work carried on under compressed air. 

The compensation for damages or death under both 
the compulsory and optional sections of the two laws 
is fixed according to a scale set forth in the law. In 
the dangerous occupations listed above the amount of 
compensation in case death results from injury is to 
be computed according to the amount of wages re- 
ceived by the man and the relatives left dependent b) 
his death. 

If the workman leaves a widow or next of kin at 
the time of his death wholly dependent upon his earn- 
ings, a sum equal to 1,200 times the daily earnings of 
such workman (about four years’ pay), but in no 
event to exceed $3,000, shall be paid to the family. 

If such widow or next of kin is in part only de- 
pendent upon the wages of the workman at the time 
of his death, then a proportionate sum, to be deter- 
mined by agreement or arbitration, as provided in the 
code of civil procedure, or by a suit at law, shall be 
paid, depending upon the amount of injury suffered b\ 
them on account of the death of the workman. 

If the workman leaves no dependents, then the rea- 
sonable expenses of his medical attendance and burial. 
not to exceed $100, are to be paid by the employer. 

Where total or partial incapacity for work at any 
gainful employment results to the workman in one of 
the “dangerous” occupations, a weekly payment, com- 
mencing at the end of the second week after the injury 
and continuing during such incapacity, with certain 
exceptions, must be paid to the workman. In case of 
total incapacity, one-half the weekly wage shall be 
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paid, but mot to exceed $10 per week, and not longer 
than a term of eight years. If the injury is only par- 
tial, and the workman can earn something, he is to 
se entitled to one-half the difference between what he 
earns and what he was earning before the accident. 
However, if the workman in a hazardous occupation 
chooses, he may sue in a court of law for damages, 
disregarding the damages which he would receive un- 
der the compulsory act. This act, therefore, is com- 
pulsory only on the employers in the list of dangerous 


occupations, 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The weather is a potent factor in man’s affairs. 
Thousands of times has a rainstorm defeated great 
generals. A hot, dry summer can upset the massed 
forces of finance in a whole nation. The sum of human 
happiness or suffering, on land or sea, to be charged 
to the weather surpasses that of all other physical 
causes. Every man must grapple with the weather. 
Yet most of us treat it, in thought, as a thing we can- 
not manage and therefore do not seriously consider, 
which is a mistake. To succeed one must master the 
weather. It must never be too hot or too cold for the 
ambitious employe to fully discharge the day’s duty. 
Experience shows that the vast majority of incompe- 
tents are shown up by the storm or bad roads or 
weather conditions. The excuse never excuses. Pluck 
outstorms the storm and gets there. Heroes bring in 
the ship, though a gale fights them. The never-failing 
fidelity of man who has been at his post on time and 
in health for years is to his exceeding credit. He has 
protected himself against illness and done his work. 
He will tell you that the weather has had a serious 
place in his thought. There are countless vocations 
where the weather conditions, in one hour, make for 
ruin or success, and quick wits save the day. The 
wise master builder nails yet another stay and then 
lets it blow. The shrewd plan takes account of what 
is in the sky, good and bad, days ahead. Most broken 
promises were smashed by the weather. But the 
guilty force goes whistling on its way or laughs at the 
man it deceived, as he alone takes the punishment. 
This fickle thing must be harnessed to serve and not 
enslave us. It must, in fact, be always pleasant 
weather, always favorable weather, always just the 
kind of weather we needed to do the job. If that 
seems impossible, consider the thrifty fellow who won 
a reputation for reliability because he always delivered 
the goods, rain or shine. There are men who like 
nothing better than conquering a fog or a deep snow 
on the rail, and doing it safely, too. Competition is 
light when the weather is bad. Shelter is attractive 
to the many. He who will go abroad has the advan- 
tage. Storms are “lucky” for the man who uses them 
to his own advantage. Our ambition should be like 
Storm King on the Hudson, grand old weather-beaten 
rock. The seamed and dark-hued face of the moun- 
tain is often very beautiful, though rugged. 

* * * 

The practice of quick decision is both a power and a 

peril. By far the larger part of mankind want time to 
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think a thing over. The ability to arrive at results 
rapidly has always been prized, but of late years most 
highly prized. The danger of mistakes is evident. 
But the power that goes with time saving and the ad- 
vantage over the other man are so great that few things 
stand for so much in success. All thought is quick. 
The slow thinker is only a confused thinker. He 
thinks of too many things and goes a roundabout road. 
The man of quick action thinks to the one point. He 
eliminates a mass of irrelevant ideas. He follows the 
straight trail. His mind sees only the few points that 
relate to the given matter. Often he is of actually less 
mental ability than the man who sees all sides of a 
question. But by practice he becomes bold and ready 
to take risks on the few facts which seem to him cer- 
tain. There may be something of intuition in his 
action, and this he cultivates. He “feels” that he is 
right. Be the explanation what it may, the fact re- 
mains that he is in great demand. The quick decision 
is not a matter of advice. One must learn to depend 
on oneself. More time is taken talking with other mer 
than in any other way. Learn to act for yourself. You 
gain time and acquire the habit. The courage de 
manded is a thing of cultivation. Surely the hesitating 
habit grows upon a man. The mind is a toolbox. The 
tools should be in place where one can put his hands 
on them at once. Facts should be labeled and on the 
shelves. The slow thinker has his mind chaotic. He 
gathers a lot of facts, reads a great deal, observes 
much, but all this is simply dumped on the mind’s 
floor. The quick thinker may not know half as much, 
but what he knows is at his fingers’ ends. This is an 
age of many sensations; never before were so many 
impressions made on the mind. The press tells us of 
such a cloud of dust of current history that it is neces- 
sary to learn to discreetly forget much. Otherwise our 
toolbox is jammed full of things we do not need. You 
may have noticed that a man of quick executive action 
is a specialist. He retains only facts that concern his 
line. Often he is narrow and poorly informed on gen- 
eral topics. It is the price he pays. But in the market 
of workers he can demand his price in turn. All 
thought is quick. It moves faster than the light. If 
one aspires to rapid decision let him discipline himself 
to thinking to the point. It generally saves the day.

The Germans, having no native supply of petroleum 
or natural gas, have sought a substitute for those fuels 
in alcohol} which they can produce cheaply from the 
potatoes that luxuriate in the sandy plains of their 
country.

A TOOL DISPLAY OF THE ADOUE-BLAINE 
HARDWARE COMPANY. 


\ window display of tools that was entered in THE 
AmerICAN ARTISAN’S Hardware Window Display 
Competition, by Max J. Elliott, with the Adoue-Blaine 
Hardware Company, Houston, Texas, is here shown. 
The color scheme is red, white, green and gold; the 
entire back wall is covered with canvas, then painted 
white, with a red border ten inches wide; the tri- 
angular decoration within the border is green, with a 
cold bronze edge, white circle in center; directly in 
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very unusual, The center-piece to which the handles 
of the saws are fastened is a 2x2; this is attached toa 
square piece measuring 24 inches; this square piece 
is on a pivot of a large double spring motor, which 
keeps this spiral of saws constantly turning around ; 
from the edge hangs a piece of white cotton flannel 
which also turns with the square piece but hides the 
spring motor from view ; on the top side of this square 
revolving base are shown oilers, pencils, and other 
light goods; the motor only carries a total weight of 
fifty pounds, but the effect of this revolving spiral of 
saws was good, as they moved very slowly, giving the 
observer ample time for inspection of each saw. On 
the right of the display is also the same arrangement 
for braces, which are revolving. 

The division arch which separates the corner win- 
dow from the front window is made of canvas, and

the center of the back wall is a large four-foot wooden 
circle made from one-inch lumber covered with red 
cotton flannel and bordered with one-inch sisal rope. 
The tools are held on by means of a wire running 
through the board over the tools, then twisting to- 
gether on the back; the fancy lines which relieve these 
circles are red and gold; the sloping base shown is a 
frame work of 1x3 material, covered with canvas, then 
painted white; the tops of each of these sloping bases 
are made solid on which are shown tools of various 
kinds, with a large circle similar to those on the back 
wall; each of these sloping bases measures five feet in 
length, projects from the wall five feet, and leaves an 
opening or recess in the center three feet wide; the 
back part of this recess (which does not show in the 
photograph) is a step arrangement on which are dis- 
played small block planes, also routers, plow planes, 
etc, 

The four large posts with a large white ball on top, 
are made of 1x3 material covered with canvas, painted 
green, with a gold border; the large globe is a white 
electric arc, under which burns a small incandescent 
light at night ; the capital to these posts is made of tin 
and bronzed; on the left is an arrangement of saws 


2x2 material, painted white with red, green and gold, 
for the panels, in the tool display side; the opposite 
side in the front window is another design; the over- 
head beam of this arch appears to be an immense piece 
of white stone with the inscription painted thereon. 
A preparation of diamond dust applied to the white, 
smooth surface of this beam, the upright columns and 
bases, gives a very strong representation of stone, and 


will bear the closest inspection when properly put up.

Practically all of the essays submitted revealed the 
fact that the writers were men thoroughly posted in 
the hardware business. The judges after making the 
prize awards took occasion to make Honorable Men- 
tion of the essays written by W. S. Watson, 1348 
Cherokee St., Denver, Colo.; S. H. Peugh, with W. E. 
Good, Kewanee, Ill.; C. F. Kellogg, Friendship, New 
York, and Porter Pleasants, Birmingham, Iowa. 

The prizes were awarded strictly on the merits of 
the essays, the names of the authors being unknown to 
the judges until after the decisions had been reached. 
While some of the essays were much longer than 
others, this, of course, was not in itself a matter of 
fundamental importance to the judges in reaching 
their decisions. How to make the hardware business a 
profitable one and how to overcome the difficulties en- 
countered in attaining this end, formed the basis upon 
which the relative merits of the essays were de- 
termined. 

It was the consensus of opinion of the judges, 
Messrs. Smith, Gormley and Engelhardt, that the 
hardware merchant or clerk who has made a study of 
the goods he sells and who can explain to his cus- 
tomers in an intelligent way the construction, opera- 
tion and adaptation of same, has an inestimable ad- 
vantage over him who is unacquainted with his goods 
and who is consequently unable to point out the good 
features of an articlé and impress upon the customer 
the importance of giving dtie consideration thereto. In 
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other words, it is a case of salesmanship versus mere 
order-taking. 

The judges are entitled to much credit for the pains- 
taking methods employed by them in arriving at unani- 
mous decisions regarding the prize winning essays.

LEARNED HOW TO SELL HIS CUSTOMERS 
FISH HOOKS. 








When the night miller, who, as he said, worked fif- 
teen months in a year, finished his day’s work at 6 
o'clock in the morning he used occasionally to drop into 
the store and chat with the storekeeper. He had been 
at one time in the retail hardware business and could 
give helpful suggestions to the younger merchant on 
various matters. 

“T had a lesson once in connection with selling fish 
hooks,” he said, “which I never forgot. It happened 
like this: I was waiting on a customer who was pick- 
ing out some fish hooks when in came a lady who 
had been talking about buying a stove. I looked up 
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and spoke to her, saying that I would be at liberty in 
a moment. She did not seem in a hurry or anxious, 
but replied that she would just step into the store next 
door until I was at liberty to wait on her. She went 
out and I finished selling a few cents’ worth of fish 
hooks. She didn’t come back that day at all, and I 
learned that when she left my store she stepped into 
my competitor’s store and found a stove to suit her 
and bought it. I lost the sale of a stove and at least 
$4 profit. I made up my mind then that no man 
needed my assistance to select a few fish hooks when 
any other customer was ready for me. After that, 
if I were selling fish hooks and another customer came 
in and there were no one else to wait on him, I just 
told my fish hook customer to help himself and I 
went and saw what the new customer wanted.” 

If there is any moral to the above it is that the 
rules: “First come first served,” and “Give your 
customer undivided attention,” may sometimes be 
modified, but no matter how trifling the purchases of 
the first customer the merchant must know his man 
and not give offense or inconvenience him.

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Heating and Ventilating 


SETTING A FURNACE. 











The height of the furnace room should be at least 
eight feet below the floor joists if possible, and nine 
feet would be even better. The furnace should be lo- 
cated as near the center of the house as possible, at 
the same time favoring those rooms having northern 
and western exposure. Registers should be placed on 
the side of the room nearest the furnace. ‘The popu- 
lar idea that a register should be in the coldest part 
of the room is a mistake, as by placing them on the 
side of the room nearest the furnace a better elevation 
may be had for the pipes, offering less resistance to the 
passage of the warm air currents and less opportunity 
for becoming chilled by contact with a long run of 
pipe. By this means the pipes deliver warmer air, 
which readily finds its way to the colder parts of the 
room. 

All openings in the foundation should be closed to 
prevent the warm air pipes from becoming chilled. In 
all runs of pipe sharp turns or angles should be 
avoided. Warm air pipes should be run in inside par- 
titions on/y—never in the outside walls. All warm air 
pipes should have an elevation of at least one inch to 
the foot, and should not run out from the furnace 
more than 18 feet. Should the distance exceed this 
amount the capacity of the pipe and register should be 
increased accordingly. 

Always avoid running warm air pipes through cold 
cellar rooms if possible. Warm air pipes should have 
dampers placed in them near the furnace. Side col- 
lars in wall pipes are to be avoided. These should be 
connected with a boot, or the first joint of stack may 
be tapered to fit elbow and squared to the regular size 
of the wall pipe. Where registers are placed in the 
walls in connection with shallow flues on the second 
floor it is advisable to use some of the modern side 
wall registers. 

Wall pipes should never be smaller than 3'%4xI0 
inches, and should be as much larger as it is possible 
to get in the walls, depending on the size of the rooms. 
These wall pipes should be completely surrounded by 
a covering of tin or asbestos sheathing. All warm air 
pipes in the cellar should be covered with asbestos 
paper as it insures better heating and also preserves 
the pipes. Registers may be placed in the walls on 
lower or first floor by using some of the modern side 
wall registers. When registers are placed in very 
large rooms, 2x6-inch studding should be used. 

In heating churches, stores or assembly rooms, the 
large room should have one register without valves 
placed directly above the furnace, with return pipes at 
other points to draw the cold air off the floor. The 
warm air rises from the register to the ceiling and 
spreads over the upper part of the room. As the re- 
turn pipes draw the cool air from the floor the warm 
air descends, giving all parts of the room an even 
temperature. 

In heating large rooms of this kind never use hori- 
zontal heat pipes where it can be avoided. The single 
register will give better results, and where used should 
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be without valves or dampers, as shutting the heat 
back on a hot furnace may result disastrously, When 
necessary to reduce the heat cool down the furnace. 

In heating churches the furniture and walls will ab- 
sorb considerable heat before the room becomes com- 
fortably warm by reason of its being without heat dur- 
ing the week. It is therefore desirable to use extra 
large furnaces which will permit rapid heating when 
used. Care should be taken to have the ceilings of 
church rooms perfectly tight, as a great deal of heat 
may be lost through crevices, ventilators and manhole 
openings, and under such circumstances any heating 
apparatus wil] be ineffective. The space above the 
ceiling should be tight and warm, otherwise’ it will 
cause the ceiling to absorb a great deal of heat and 
will make economical heating almost impossible.—

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PATTERN FOR A ROOF FLANGE. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
In THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of August 6 there was 
a request for a pattern for a roof flange to be laid out 
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Sketch of Problem for Which Pattern Was Asked. 
according to the “accompanying sketch.” Now this 
sketch is very indefinite and some of the conditions 
are necessarily guess work. If the flange is simply to be 
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be at the widest part of the pipe. In the method here 
presented the widest part of the half section “B” ang 
the widest part of the pipe are in a line with each oth- 
er. There is no necessity for a plan, but the section 
on the roof line must be developed. As point 2 js 
nearest to the pipe a horizontal line is drawn intersect- 
ing the center line 9-ro at A, and if this line be used as 
a radius the points 2-4-6-8-ro will all be the same dis- 
tance from the pipe. Parallel to the roof line draw an 
indefinite line as u, 2’, m, 18, and with u as a center 
describe a circle (one half is all that is necessary as 
the halves of the flange are equal) whose radius js 
2-A, as shown at “G.” Project the points 2, ro and 18 
to the indefinite line as 2’, m and 18’. As 2’-m and 
m-18 are longer than w-z, it is evident they are parts 
of two ellipses. Divide u-z into equal parts and also 
2’-m and m-18" into the same number of equal parts. 
Of necessity there are three distinct spacings. From 
all the points obtained, draw perpendiculars to the in- 
definite line u, 2’, m, 18’, shown by solid lines in “G” 
and by dotted lines in the half section “B.” The 
lengths of the lines from the points to the circle in 
“G” are also the lengths of corresponding lines in 
“B,” and the points on the circle, are, therefore, pro- 
jected parallel to the indefinite line, to intersect the 
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Feg.3. Dotted Hadj Sections.

a portion of a right cone the section on the roof line 
would be an ellipse, with its minor diameter located 
near the line 0-12’ of Fig. 1, and would therefore not 


dotted lines of “B.” A curved line drawn through 
these points will produce the half section of the flange, 
and this will also be half of the opening of the roof 
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plate. As the spacings on “B” are irregular the two 
quarter ellipses are re-spaced as shown by 2-4'-0’, 
etc. and 12’-14'-16', etc., and these points projected 
perpendicularly to the roof line, as 2-4-6, etc., and 
12-14-16, ete. 

The upper end of the flange is a circle, so a half 
section is erected and spaced into as many equal spaces 
as there are spaces in “B” and lines drawn through 
the points intersecting the half section line 1’-d-17’ 
and the top of the flange 1-9-17. 

The points on the upper and lower edge of the 
flange are connected with solid lines and the alternate 
points with dotted lines, and these two sets of lines 
represent bases of half sections, or are foreshortened 
lengths, the actual lengths of which must be found, 
lines 1-2 and 17-18 being the only ones showing their 
actual lengths. 

On a line as 3-10-16 of Fig. 2 set off the several 
lengths of the solid lines of the elevation, as 3-4, 5-6, 
7-8, etc., and from these points erect perpendiculars, 
each of which make in length equal to the width of 
the half section to which they correspond. Make the 
perpendicular from 3 of Fig. 2 equal to 3’-a@ of “T,” 
from 4 equal to 4’-g of “B,” from 7 equal to 7’-c of 
“T,” from 8 equal to &’-n of “B,” etc. The distance 
3”-4” will then be the actual length of 3-4 of the ele- 
vation, 7-8" the actual length of 7-8 of the eleva- 
tion, etc. 

In the same way construct a diagram of dotted half 
sections as shown at Fig. 3. Points are all clearly 
numbered and no further explanation is deemed nec- 
essary. 

For the pattern, draw a line in Fig. 4 equal to 1-2 
of the elevation as shown, and with 2 as a center de- 
scribe an arc whose radius is 2°-3" of Fig. 3, which 
arc intersect by an arc described from r whose radius 
is 1’-3’ of half section “T,” fixing point 3. With 3 
as center describe an arc whose radius is 3”-4” of Fig. 
2, and intersect this arc by an arc described from 2 
whose radius is 2’-4’ of half section “B,” fixing point 
4. Continue to use alternately the actual lengths in 
Figs 2 and 3, and on the small or odd numbered end 
of the pattern the distances between points taken from 
half section “T” and on the large end the spaces from 
half section “B,” of which there are two lengths. 
Curved lines drawn through the points will produce 
the half pattern of the flange as shown, of which the 
other half will be a duplicate. 

The method or reason for numbering with odd and 
even numbers the ends and half sections of the eleva- 
tion, is explained on pages 34 and 35 of THE

“San FRANCISCO.” 
A SQUARE RETURN MITER OR A MITER AT 
RIGHT ANGLES FOR A CORNICE 
MOULDING.

In Fig. 197, let A B C D be the elevation of a cor- 
nice at a corner of a building for which a miter at 
right angles is desired. The method here introduced is 
intended to show how to obtain the pattern with the 
least possible labor. Divide the profile A B into any 
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convenient number of parts, as shown by the small fig- 
ures. At right angles to the lines of the moulding, lay 
off the stretchout E F, through the points in which 
draw the usual measuring lines in the usual manner, 
parallel to the lines of the cornice, producing them far 
enough to intercept lines dropped vertically from 
points in A B. 

Place the tee-square at right angles to the cornice, 
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or what is the same, parallel to the stretchout line, and 
bring it successively against all the points in the pro- 
file A B, cutting measuring lines of corresponding 
numbers. Then a line traced through these points, as 


shown by G H, will be the pattern sought.

HARDWARE. 

For the past week developments in the market for 
hardware were of a more favorable character and 
prospects for a good fall buying movement are en- 
couraging. Inquiries from local and out-of-town dis- 
tributers are larger and the call for supplies on out- 
standing orders covered fairly large lines. Orders 
booked embraced a general selection of hardware. The 
total sales for the first half of this year show a good 
increase compared with the corresponding period. in 
1909. Export inquiries continue fairly active ‘and 
prospects for increased orders are very promising. 
In wire and cut nails business also improved and 
orders placed show a good gain over those for the 
preceding week. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

In tin plate, the near approach to the end of the 
canning season finds few preparations for any cessa- 
tion of operations. The American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co. says business now on its books provides for the 
operation of its present active mills into February 
without a break. New business is not coming forward 
rapidly, however. Tin plate prices are firm, though 
premiums for prompt shipment have disappeared. The 
price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.50 
for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

Shipments of sheets are comparatively heavy for 
this season of the year though the reaction in the 
automobile trade has proved a blow to the sheet steel 
producers. Some cancellations of contracts are re- 
ported. Special grades of sheets made for automobile 
builders in some cases threaten to become a drug on 
the market. The result has been a further demoraliza- 
tion of sheet steel prices in the Pittsburgh District, 
with base prices on black sheets off $4 a ton, and gal- 
vanized sheets occasionally shaded more than $5 a 
ton. There is some restriction of output by the sheet 
trade, but not a great deal. The Steel Corporation has 
not found it necessary to reduce the number of its 
active mills. The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 
out of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 
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Report. 


COPPER. 

Nothing of special interest occurred in the market 
for copper, with prices quoted steady without change. 
Large selling interests are not disposed to urge sales, 
and 1234 c a pound for electrolytic, for delivery over 
the next 30 days, is still asked. Some small lots for 
immediate shipment at 125¢c a pound are being traded 
in. Large consumers are still holding off, and in the 
absence of any transactions of importance, the market 
remains quiet. Attention is now being directed on the 
forthcoming report of the Copper Producers’ Asso- 
ciation. Indications point to statistics showing a slight 
change from that reported last month. 

The exports during August were 28,000 tons, largely 
covering previous purchases and shipments on con- 
signment. The current quotations are 1234@127c 
for Lake, 12%@12%c for electrolytic and 12.45@ 
12.55¢ for casting brands. 

The London market has declined considerably dur- 
ing the week, the net decline being 11s 3d on both 
spot and futures, though the market rallied a little on 
Wednesday from the low point of Monday. The clos- 
ing Wednesday was £55 11s 3d for spot and £56 
7s 6d for futures. 


TIN. 


The tin syndicate in the London market was obliged 
to let go its grip last week, but on Monday and Tues- 
day of this week a renewal of the upward movement 
was made, the closing Wednesday being firm at £164 
10s for spot, and £158 for futures. This was a gain 
for the week of 10s on spot, but a loss of £1 on 
futures. The New York market rallied about 3c, the 
closing Thursday being 3534@3574c. 





SPELTER. 


A firmer market is quoted for spelter, both here and 
abroad. New York quotes spot carloads at 5.50c, with 
October shipment at 5.42%c. The St. Louis market 
is firm and higher at 5.25@5.27%4c. The London mar- 
ket is firm and higher at £22 17s 6d. 





PIG LEAD. 

Pig lead is quiet and unchanged, with the American 
Smelting & Refining Co. quoting 4.40c New York. 
Outside interests in New York are quoting 4.4714 for 
spot and 4.40@4.45¢ for September and October de- 
livery. The London market is lower at £12 8s od. 





ANTIMONY. 


The antimony market was rather weak, under con- 
tinued liberal offerings of Hungarian brands and lower 
grades. 

Prices are 7.871%4@8.12%4c for Cookson’s, 7.75@ 
7.87'%4c for Hallett’s and 7.12%4@7.25 for ordinary 
brands. The London market is quoted at £29 I0s 
for Hallett’s and £28 1os for ordinary brands.

ALUMINUM. 


A steady tone dominated the aluminum market 
under a fair withdrawal demand. New business was 
moderate, covering small jobbing lots. 

Carload lots, per Ib. closed as follows: No. 1 pure 
ingot, for smelting, 22@24c ; base price, rods and wire, 
31c; sheets, 33c. 


IRON BARS. 

New business in iron bars was more active, while 
withdrawals on outstanding contracts continue steady. 
Orders were principally confined to small lots for 
immediate shipment. 

Quotations are as follows: $1.45@1.50 for refined 
bars and $1.40@1.45 for ordinary. 


PIG IRON. 


Further large. sales of low grade pig iron are re- 
ported, most of the activity being in the Pittsburgh 
District and the West. In the New England market 
trade has been exceedingly dull. 

The aggregate business in all sections is estimated 
at 100,000 tons, and material concessions have been 
made in prices. For delivery next year, a great deal 
of strength is being shown. Some furnaces will take 
business for delivery in 1911, but are asking $1@1.50 
ton over the fourth quarter price. 

For early delivery prices are easy. In the Alabama 
district, sales have been made at $11 ton f. o. b. Bir- 
mingham for prompt shipment, but most of the fur- 
naces are asking $11.50 ton. 

Virginia iron has sold in a small way at $13.25@ 
13.50 ton for delivery during the balance of the year, 
though some of the furnaces will not sell below $13.50 
ton. 

As was predicted, the contracting by the Oliver 
Plow Works of South Bend, Ind., for 40,000 tons of 
pig iron has given an impetus to the Chicago pig iron 
market, which, it is reported, has brought forth orders 
for approximately 30,000 tons in the central western 
district, and inquiries that make the market seem 
active after the dullness through which it has been 
going since early spring. Furnace interests are still 
reluctant to contract for iron at current prices over 
the first half of next year. 

The Inland Steel Co., of Chicago, closed with a 
Toledo furnace for 10,000 tons of basic for delivery 
over the remainder of this year. The Scullin-Gal- 
lagher interests of St. Louis are still in the market for 
20,000 tons of basic for deliveries running into next 
year. 

Small inquiries furnished a fair aggregate of 
prompt business in foundry irons in Pennsylvania and 
eastern Ohio, the average open price quoted in the 
Pittsburgh market for the No. 2 grade ranging from 
$14.10 to $14.25, valley furnace, or a minimum of $15, 
delivered, Pittsburgh. Consumers of foundry iron are 
disposed to dictate a lower price for prompt delivery. 
Considerable inquiry is out for 1911 deliveries, and the 
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best quotation thus far secured from valley makers on 
first quarter shipments is $14.50 furnace. The make 
of forge iron is very short on account of the phe- 
nomenally low prices attained by this grade. The pud- 
dling plants are slow in starting up because of the con- 
tinued strike of the puddlers.

weekly report: 

“The impetus given the market the last week has con- 
tinued in satisfactory manner. There have been excellent in- 
quiries, and, while buying does not total up the amount in- 
quired for, it is of good size and over a wide range in 
grades. There are variations in prices on Northern iron 
in most districts, and buyers are proceeding cautiously to 
ascertain the best that can be done. As yet, they have not 
been highly successful in obtaining iron for first quarter and 
first half of next year at anything like existing figures, 
although the pressure and the desire to purchase for that 
time are stronger as the last quarter of this year approaches. 

“Some large inquiries have been sent out, part of which 
call for delivery to plants located in this territory. The 
week has probably seen a larger tonnage under negotiation 
than for several months. 

“Prices are still at a low stage, and many buyers have 
taken advantage of them for spot delivery. 

“Tt is believed the stock on hand in buyers’ yards in 
local territory, is smaller than for a long time, and the 
spot buying would indicate that the iron is being imme- 
diately consumed. 

“Some furnaces are operating and selling their product 
at less than cost; others are operating and refusing to sell 
their product at less than manufacturing cost, and thereby 
making few sales; others, with a large stock on hand, are 
selling regardless of their cost sheet, with the result that 
there is some distance between high and low prices. 

“Coke is still of a most indifferent nature; the output 
generally, showing a decrease from the week before. There 
are a number of ovens which have furnace contracts but are 
closed down, unable to ship en account of the blast furnaces 


being out.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 


“More demand for iron, larger sales and a decidedly 
better feeling—these are the features of the market. Sep- 
tember is opening in a way that means business. Several 
large orders have been placed, notably one for 18,000 tons and 
another for 10,000, not to mention smaller lots. So it is 
to be seen that the more hopeful sentiment of last week has 
actually crystallized into real business. Inquiry is heavy, 
as practically all of the large interests are in the market for 
next year’s delivery. The point of difference between buyer 
and seller is the paying of a premium for future shipment. 
Consumers are not objecting to present prices. They realize 
that they are very low but they are trying to force the 
furnaces to accept business at these prices for shipment far 
into 1911. The furnaces have declined to do this and the 
1911 business so far placed has been at a premium over 1910 
figures. 

“In the South there is a particularly hopeful feeling. 
Statistics there are getting on the right side. August was a 
month of heavy shipments and stocks on hand were materially 
reduced. 

“One thing must be remembered, and that is the strongest 
bull argument—consumers have no stocks in their yards. 
Most of them are now running on a hand-to-mouth basis. 
They have bought as little as possible during the past eight 
months because of the continuously falling market. So 
when they make up their minds that the time to buy has 
arrived we expect a buying movement of very large pro- 
portions.”
